That is, they were all cheered but us, 
though we appreciated what it m eant 
for the county.

were glad to see it, for it is the only 
one between Sec orre and Springville. 
We got a lot of gas at Quamades that 
gave us trouble. 
Away off from the 
railroad, gas here, as at Springville, 
ecst 50c per gallon. 
Everything is 
freighted in from the nearest rail 
point. 
We had no kick at the cost 
of gras. 
Most everything else is rea­ 
sonable enough. 
W ithout a good’pro­ 
fit on what is sold, there would be no 
garages or stores at these isolated 
places, and without base of supplies 
there would be no travel. 
The roads 
in the West are generally dry w eath­ 
er roads and with excessive rain o r 
snow, they go all to pieces. 
However 
it takes time and lots of money to 
build permanent highways, but they 
are coming. 
We saw road gangs all 
alo n g , working 
on new grades for 
paved road.

Between Quamades and Springville 
we were overtaken by storm and at 
the next wash we got Into a hole th at 
simple swallowed the rear end of my 
faithful old bus. 
There was no wood 
or rock. ne*r 
build up with and get 
out. 
Enough, ears soon accumula 
behind us to? give about eight men for 
a lift, and with the help of a team 
that chanced along, we dragged her 
out. 
We crossed the bridge, which 
was then caving in, and1! learned the 
next morning our cars were the last 
to cross o v e r^ W ith the bridge down, 
all who were caught on the east side 
had to make camp and make the best 
of a bad situation. 
Some of the tour- 
j» ts w ithout camping equipment and 
pleqty of w ater get up against it. Of 
course, a fellow is always willing to 
divide, but the scarcity of w ater in 
this country is something to consider, 
and usually one has lie more w ater 
than they are likely to need. 
Having 
our own hotel and chef^s along stood 
us in good here, for with the bad road 
behind and worse ahead, we were un­ 
able to make the next town, and 
camped out in a grove of scrubby 
cedars. 
We had made the last 100 
miles over terrible road and we had 
no time for scenery.

Springville 
(Arizona) we passed three cars buried 
in the mud. 
We could not help, so 
went on into town and made camp. 
Here we spent the rest of the day 
scraping off the mud and cleaning up 
generally. 
By nightfall there were 
28 cars in camp from east and west.

were now over 100 
miles from the nearest railroad, and 
the same would have shipped out, 
but there was no chance. 
One fellow, 
whose car was deep in th^m ud, sold 
out here for $60, and gave his camp­ 
ing outfit away.
